REMARKS 



Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this application, as amended, 
and consideration of the following remarks. Claims 36-47 have been cancelled. Claims 
1-35 and 48-55 remain pending. Claims 44 and 47 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph. Claims 36-47 stand rejected as being anticipated under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b). 

Rejections 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 44 and 47 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection as 
claims 44 and 47 have been cancelled. Applicant therefore contends that this rejection is 
moot and requests the rejection be withdrawn. Applicant has chosen to cancel claims 36- 
47 to expedite issuance of the present application. Applicant does not concede that 
claims 44 and 47 are indefinite and further, Applicant reserves the right to present claims 
of the same scope as claims 44 and 47 in a continuation application(s). 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 36-47 stand rejected as being anticipated under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) in view 
of Denton et al (US Patent 4,266, 1 13). Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection as 
claims 36-47 have been cancelled. Applicant therefore contends that this rejection is 
moot and requests the rejection be withdrawn. Applicant has chosen to cancel claims 36- 
47 to expedite issuance of the present application. Applicant does not concede that 
Denton et al anticipates claims 36-47 and further, Applicant reserves the right to present 
claims of the same scope as claims 36-47 in a continuation application(s).

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-35 and 48-55 contain 
allowable subject matter as filed.
